KITCHEN SPACE 


Q How can I get more storage space 
in my kitchen? I have seen aluminum 
ware hanging on the kitchen walls, can 
you tell without 
drilling a lot of holes in the wall? 


me how this is done 


A Getting additional storage space in 
the kitchen does present a problem. The 
space above the stove usually is the only 
space left in the kitchen that is not in 
use. Hanging utensils on the wall can be 


done by using Peg-board. This is a 
hardboard material with small holes 
punched one inch apart all over its 
surface. 


It is decorative as well as useful. Hooks 
and brackets of many sizes, and hardware 





Place small piece of Scotch tape over spot 
before drilling. 
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for hanging, are available at most lumber 
supply dealers. It comes in 4 x 4 or 
4° x 8 standard sizes cut 
easily to any size, with a saw. It can be 
mounted on 1 x 2’s by nailing the 1 x 2’s 
to the wall and then fastening the Peg- 
board with ordinary screws. A better 
way is to use screw anchors with a 4” 
space between the board and the wall, 

In no case can you fasten the board 
directly to the wall, as space must be 
left to allow the hanging hooks to be 
inserted.

The board can be left plain, as shown 
in the photo, or painted. It is best to 
plan a pattern of the different ways 
of hanging up the various utensils and 
then insert the hooks or brackets when 
you have decided which one works to 
the best advantage. The hooks are easy 
to change if you wish to alter the design 
or add more utensils to the arrangement.

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a medium grit sandpaper for the first 
sanding and finish with a very fine grit. 
A nice glossy surface can be obtained by 
using a handful of soft wood shavings 
while the lathe is running at slow speed. 


Some work is polished in natural color. 
However, the wood should be stained if 
you wish it to look like maple, walnut 
mahogany or a similiar wood. Any of 
the stains can be used, but if you use a 
water stain be sure to raise the grain by 
wetting the wood with clear warm water. 
Let dry thoroughly and apply stain. 


For a wax finish, filler is not required 
as the wax will work itself into the grain. 
With the lathe turning at slow speed, 
apply the wax with a rag. The wax 
should be soft and pliable, about the con- 
sistency of butter. Spread on as evenly 
as possible, pressing the wax into crevices. 
Use plenty of wax but do not allow it to 
collect in corners, etc. Let set until the 
wax dries (some waxes evaporate faster 
than others). Using a pad, apply fair 
pressure while polishing, but do not keep 
pad at any one spot too long as heat will 
be generated, causing burning. Several 
coats will be necessary. Allow at least 
an hour between coats for drying. 


For an oil finish apply linseed oil in- 
stead of wax, with plenty of friction fol- 
lowed by a drying time of considerable 
duration between coats. Some craftsmen 
apply oil and rub for five or ten minutes, 
repeating daily for a week or two. 


RED LEAD MIXING 


Q What is the correct amount of dry 
red lead powder to be used with turpen- 
tine and linseed oil? 


A Metal surfaces, such as gutters which 
are subject to rust and corrosion, should 
be protected with red lead paint. Red 
lead is a paint pigment made from 
metallic lead through heating processes 
that oxidize the metal and turn it to the 
bright orange color. It comes in dry or 
paste form; or in ready mixed paint. 


To make one gallon from dry powder 
mix twenty-five pounds of dry red lead 
into one quart of oil, a little at a time. 
Allow this paste to stand 72 hours, then 
add another quart of linseed oil and stir 
thoroughly. Just before using stir in a 
mixture of two-thirds turpentine and 
one-third drier, Use this for the primer 
coat; mix in some lamp black to darken 
the color for the second coat. Red lead 
paste made as follows can also be used: 


Red lead 100 lbs. 
Linseed oil 1% gal. 
Pure turpentine 1% gal. 
Liquid drier 1% gal. 


For the second coat add % pt. lamp 
black to the above. This mixture makes 
4% gallons of light brown paint which 
will cover 600 square feet of new surface 
or 700 square feet of painted surface. Use 
a container at least one-quarter larger 
than the quantity of paint you wish to 
make and do not use a wooden pail that 
has contained butter or lard. For those 
who have not had experience in mixing 
paints, it is suggested that ready mixed 
paints be purchased. 


WINDOWS 


Q In designing a house, how much 
space is recommended for windows and 
what kind of glass is best to use? 


A A safe rule, and one used by many 
builders, is to allow 20% of the floor 
space for windows. While the minimum 
of most codes is 10%, the higher amount 
is recommended. The purpose of a win- 
dow is to provide light and ventilation to 
a room. On cloudy and dark days one 
needs lots of light, while on bright sunny 
days the amount of light can be con- 
trolled by interior shades and exterior 
awnings. 

The design of the house more or less 
determines whether to use several small 
windows or one large picture window. 
Windows in two walls give a much bet- 
ter distribution of light. If a large pic- 
ture window is used, Thermopane prob- 
ably is the best glass as it requires no 
storm sash. For other windows use 
double strength, or polished plate glass, 
and provide screens for the part of the 
windows that are used for ventilation. 


Some thought should be given to locat- 
ing windows for the best possible move- 
ment of air. Cross ventilation where 
possible, with windows in the room 
opposite a window in an adjacent room, 
provides for free movement of air. 


LATHE TURNING 


Q Can you tell me how to turn a ball 


on a lathe? 


A An article on how to rough out the 
material for a ball on a jig saw, and how 
to turn it on a lathe, appeared in Home- 
craft Magazine, January-February 1953 
issue. Another article on turning a ball 
appears in Delta’s booklet, “Getting the 
Most Out of Your Lathe.” 


SPRING WATER 


Q We have water piped to a spring, 
and just a few feet away is another 
spring pushing all the loose dirt into the 
water so it is always dirty. Is there 
something you can suggest so that we 
can have clean water? 


A All springs and wells should be pro- 
tected from drainage of any kind. In 
your case, an inclosure should be built 
for the spring that feeds the house. This 
enclosure should be built of rock and 
cement. (See illustration of a spring and 
housing as recommended by the U. S 
Dept. of Agriculture in their pamphlet 
No. 1978, “Safe Water for the Farm”). 

The cover should be removable so that 
the spring can be cleaned once a year, 
but the water should be obtained through 
a pipe extending through the concrete 
wall. A gutter made of concrete, if pos- 
sible, should be made around the spring 
not more than twenty-five feet away and 
drained into an opening below it. This 
will protect the spring from surface 
water; fill also can be used for this pur- 
pose. 
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Since only water from the spring which 
comes from water bearing material is 
desired, that part of the spring extending 
into the stratum should be lined with 
porous material, such as stones. Make 
the rest of the enclosure as tight as pos- 
sible to keep out all surface water. 
Springs should be fenced to keep out 
stock and should be arranged so that 
stock cannot get between the gutter and 
the spring.

SWEATING WALLS 


Q What makes a house sweat, and 
what can be done to correct this fault? 
The north bedroom walls sweat so much 
that it warps the furniture backs. 


A I believe the reason the walls of 
your bedroom sweat is because too much 
moisture comes in contact with the cold 
outside wall. This moisture is caused by 
cooking, laundering, bathing, showers, 
etc., and usually is more noticeable in the 
winter months because there is less ven- 
tilation at that time. You can reduce 
this to some extent by ventilating the 
house at intervals. The 


installation of | 


a kitchen ventilating fan often helps this | 


situation. 


bedroom that is causing the trouble is on 
the ground floor. If this is the case, 
moisture can rise from under the floors 
to cause this trouble. All basements and 
crawl spaces should be well ventilated. 
Try reducing the humidity in the house 
and raising the temperature of the wall 
surface. Insulating the outside walls 
with blown-in insulation is a good way 
to accomplish warmer wall surface. 


Q I have recently added a den to my 
house. It is panelled in cypress and I 
would appreciate it if you would advise 
me just how to finish this to get the 
best effect. 


A You do not state whether you wish 
to stain the cypress or finish it in its 
natural color. When selected for grain 
figure cypress finishes up beautifully in 
its natural reddish brown color. It re- 
quires no filler; simply wipe off the oil 
which cypress contains, with a cloth 
soaked in benzole. Sand the surface 
smooth and clean. Then shellac, varnish 
and rub or wax, or use flat varnish. If 
you wish to stain it, cypress can be 
finished to represent mahogany in red 
and brown; it also takes a good walnut 
finish and takes all brown stains beauti- 
fully. Penetrating oil stain can be used, 
also spirit stains and water stains. The 
latter are best used hot with some alcohol 
added to secure better penetration.

Construction begins with the base. 
This is the bottom tier; the other units 
are attached to it. Cut the base from 
a piece of your selected %4” plywood 
to 18” x 45”. Attach the two end 
pieces and center piece, cut from 4” 
stock to dimensions shown, to the base 
by carefully gluing and nailing 
through the bottom. The bottom edges 
of these two end pieces are notched so 
the veneer face on the sides skirts the 
end grain of the plywood base. 

The end pieces must be exactly 
perpendicular to the base or you will

have trouble with the door later on. 

The top piece is added next. Select 
an attractively grained piece of stock 
and cut it to 16” x 18”. This must be 
kept perfectly square to assure a good 
fit. When you cut the plywood, if 
don’t have a fine tooth saw blade on 
your machine, it is advisable to score 
through the veneer layer with a razor 
blade knife on the line you intend to 
cut. Then by cutting just outside of 
this groove you can avoid the multi- 
tude of fine chips that may arise to 
ruin your work if a coarse blade is 
used. 

Attach the top to the end and center 
pieces by gluing and/or nailing with 
fine finishing nails or by glue with 
glue blocks underneath. 


Add legs next 

Now is a good time to add the 
wrought iron legs, Use a simple tem- 
plate to make sure they are even all 
the way around. 

Next add the thin veneer strips to 
all the exposed plywood edges that 
will be visible. If you are unable to 
obtain veneer strips at your lumber 
yard, cut the thin faces from scraps of 
the plywood. Cut it to width size, 
then lengthwise, about 1/32” thick.

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Glue these to the edges and “clamp” 
‘with masking tape until dry. When 
dry, sand the edges flush with the 
sides, top and base. 

The Masonite peg-board then is cut 
to fit the cabinet opening. Another 
piece of %4” stock is cut the same size 
for the cabinet door. Glue four 
blocks 1-3/16” in from the edge in 
each corner of the peg-board side. 
Two more blocks are added in the 
center of the bottom and top pieces. 
These are used to attach the peg- 
board to the cabinet and give it the 
one inch inset: The Masonite is not 
attached until the table is finished. 


Attaching varies 

Methods of securing the record 
player to the door depend on the 
model used. It probably will be 
easiest to make a wood box to fit the 
machine and screw this to the door. 
Metal drawer-slides can be attached 
to the sides or bottom of this box, or 
a sliding pine or ply platform can be 
made. The latter works very well if 
the load is not too heavy. 

The four support pieces for the glass 
top are cut from oak flooring. These 
are trimmed to size, sanded and at- 
tached to the center and end pieces by 


finishing nails. They are set 4” down 
from the top edge of the end piece to 
form a stop for the glass top. 

Add the shelf to the supports, using 
finishing nails from inside the cabinet 
and underneath the support pieces. 

Measure the exact size you want for 
the glass top and order it from your 
hardware store. Single strength will 
do, double strength is better. 


Take pains with finish 


Next comes finishing. Here is where 
good work is enhanced or ruined. A 
varnish finish is best but very difficult 
to do professionally at home. And it 
is time-consuming if it is done cor- 
rectly. The original was done in 
clear lacquer as follows: 

Finish sand with very fine paper 
and dust well. Brush on a coat of 
thinned, paste wood filler. Let this 
set for about five minutes or according 
to the instructions on the can. Then 
wipe it off across the grain and let it 
dry overnight. When dry it is sanded 
again, using fine sandpaper. 

After a final dusting, a coat of clear 
lacquer is sprayed on. A_ brush 
finish can be had by using brushing 
lacquer. Sand lightly between coats 
with worn, fine paper. After the final

spraying, the number of coats can be 
determined by the depth of gloss de- 


sired. Rub the lacquer with finish 
grede rubbing compound and felt. 
After removing all the compound, 


finish with a coat of furniture wax. 
Add the felt strips to the support 
pieces and put on the glass top. A 
small cleat can be screwed into the 
bottom of the base on which to wind 
the power cord to the record player 
when it is not in use. The peg-board 
is now put in place. This can be 


painted a semi-gloss white or flat 
black, or left the natural brown. As- 
semble the components, attach the 


drawer pull, which can be made from 
a small picture frame—and the piece 
is finished, ready for soft music and 
good coffee.

This article is an attempt to move into the void 
between the rapid growth of the home workshop movement 
and the safety education which should go hand in hand 
with it. The void exists because some people are 
unwilling to admit there is danger in using the equip- 
ment—that is, when proper instruction does not precede 
its use. To ignore or minimize a fact is a sort of 
negativism that helps no one. 

Some people hear of accidents in home workshops 
and there is created, thereby, fear and uncertainty 
for their own safety. Fear is not the answer to 
safety. In fact, it stands in the way of the full 
satisfaction which should come from creative work. 
Fear must be displaced by confidence. And that comes 
only with knowledge ard understanding of the possi- 
bilities and limitations of the equipment. The safest 
approach to a machine is with respect and confidence 
(not with fear). 

There are numerous books, pamphlets, articles and 
illustrations showing the proper set-up for various 
projects. These are of the finest, and should be used 
wherever possible. The things which can be done are 
so many, however, that no one possibly could cutline 
them all. More are being developed every day. There 
are so many possibilities, and so few things that must 
not be done, that the shortest route to safety is in 
learning the limitations which the equipment has. This 
is a positive form of negativism, as it were, since 
the observance of certain don'ts may result in a long, 
Satisfying and safe experience. 

A knowledge of the rules applying to each machine 
will allow every home workshopper to develop his own 
methods within the laws of action and counter-action 
governing the tool. The possibilities are boundless 
when the limitations are thoroughly recognized and 
respected. The best safety device known is the one 
resting on the neck and extending about nine inches 
upward therefrom. This device must be reasonably well 
filled with knowledge and must exert absolute control 
over the worker at all times,

STICK ‘EM UP

Oil is an enemy of glue. Keep all 
your working surfaces, and 
objects to be glued free of it.

Always make it a practice to use 
warm wood when gluing. The glue 
will penetrate better, and your wood 
will not chill quickly, If the 
chills after glue is applied the pene- 


tration will be poor and bonding will

not be complete. If the wood is put | 


under any strain the bond will break 
and the glue will scale 
Never use wet or green lumber 
when gluing. It will not bond and 
you will have much work to do over. 
Aiter setting up and gluing the 
work apply pressure as quickly as 
possible, before the glue begins to set. 
A chip glue should set over night 
in water, and should be heated in a 
glue pot when needed the next day. 
Never heat it over an open fire. Just 
dissolve enough for one day’s work 
An interesting sidelight on glue is 
its detergent value. It will wipe dirt 
from painted surfaces quickly and 
easily. Make a solution of three table- 
spoons of powdered glue and ten 
quarts of water. It works wonderfully 
well on painted wood work.

Oil on the floor can cause you to slip and 
fall into a machine. Wipe it up and put saw- 
dust on the spot to give traction. 

Be sure electrical equipment and wiring are 
sound. 

Keep machine tables clean and free of scraps, 
tools and materials not being used. 

Pull the plug when the blade or knives of a 
machine are being handled. Do not depend 

on a snap switch. 

Clear your mind of any emotional upset or 
worry before stepping up to a machine. Keep 
your mind on your work and your fingers on 
your hands. 


A large insurance company recently reported an accident 
which happened when the saw was left hanging off the table 
while the operator stooped down to pick up his rule. Do it 
yourself but do it sately by installing the auxiliary table as 
shown, It also prevents clothing getting in the saw. 


When friends call and watch, do not try to 
carry on a conversation and run a machine at 
the same time. 
Running and playing children should not be 
allowed in the workshop when machinery is 
running. Where small children are about, the 
power supply should be kept locked when not 
in use. 
Most machine jobs in the home workshop are 
one-man jobs. Warn people to keep hands off— 
unless you ask for help and give instructions. 
A sharp tool is a safer tool. Take time to 
keep yours well dressed. 
Be clear headed and alert at all times when 
operating machinery. 
The most general rule governing the safe 
operation of woodworking machinery is: 

Feed in the direction opposing the rotation 

of the knives. Feed against cutting edge.

"For Rent": Attractive wren house. 


IT’S a happy day, after a long winter, 
when we hear the first robbin an- 
nounce the arrival of spring. When 
the birds swarm about again a fellow 
gets a new lease on life. You guessed 
it—I can do without winter! 

The wren is the easiest of all birds 
to attract. He will live in man-made 
shelters and will fly for miles in search 
of a suitable house. Once he finds it 
he will return year after year. The 
wren raises two, and sometimes three, 
families in a single season. He seldom 
will build in the same shelter twice 
in succession, preferring to alternate. 
This being the case, you had better 
build at least two houses for each 
pair of wrens you hope to attract. 

These drawings detail all the parts 
necessary to build the wren house 
shown. With the exception of the floor, 
all of the parts are cut from 4%” white 
pine. Saw out, parts, and nail together 
with 1%” No. 16 brads; set the heads 
in. Drill the %” entrance opening, 
and drill a %” hole in the rear end 
just under the roof—for cross ventila- 
tion. Then fill nail holes with Plastic 
Wood, and sand off. 

Make the floor board from %” pine. 
Drill a hole in each end of the house, 
and set in the floor with 1” No. 6 
R. H. wood screws. This makes it pos- 
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sible to remove the floor for cleaning. 

Bright colors attract all birds, so 
you might paint the house with a 
bright cream color house paint, two 
coats. Set the dowel perch in and 
paint it black. Then cut a piece of 
red slate-surfaced asphaltum roofing 
material 84%” x 12”, and tack this on 
the roof. 

The hanger is made from a length 
of wire cut from a coat hanger. Bend 
as shown; apply with good screws. 
Hang the house in any tree about 
eight feet above the ground.

Once heat gets into 
a house, the engineers remind us, you 
can’t get it out—unless you have an 
air conditioning system. In today’s 
insulated homes, most heat enters 
through the windows, so you should 
stop it there. 

Should you leave your’ shade 
screening up in winter? By all means. 
In winter the sun travels a different 
orbit, rides lower down in the sky. 
More of the sun’s rays will come 
through your shade screening then, 
when you welcome such heat. And 
your shade screening still will be con- 
tributing to your privacy and giving 
your windows a neat, trim look. 

Shade screening is easy to install. 
You simply staple it to a wooden 
frame. It may be cut with ordinary

scissors or a sharp knife. Use tin 
snips, if you insist. 

It is made of a high grade marine 
aluminum that is given a _ neutral 
green alodine finish. It never re- 
quires painting or any kind of up- 
keep. It comes in various widths from 
18” to 42”. Try to get a width that 
will fit your screen frames exactly so 
the sides don’t have to be trimmed. 

Most lumber yards carry window 
screen stock. Such stock usually is 
%” thick and 1%” wide. Bottom 
rails of screens as a rule are 312” 
wide. Corrugated fasteners and a 
good waterproof glue will put your 
screen frames together to stay. The 
pictures show the steps to follow in 
mounting shade screening in a screen 
frame. 
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1. Cut frame members to size, assemble 
with corrugated fasteners and glue. Frame 
usually consists of two side pieces, top, 
middle and bottom rails. But joints are 
O.K. for construction. Put a corrugated fas- 


tener on both sides of frame at each joint. 


4. After stapling top edge, carefully pull tight 
—there's not much stretch to shade screening; 


staple bottom edge. 


tugging on verticals can help this operation. 





6. Application of '/2” half-round molding 
to cover raw edges of screening is last 
step. Use 1” galvanized brads to attach 
molding. Brads through molding are all 
that is necessary to hold screening at sides.

A TOY steering wheel will make a 
trouble-free passenger of your child. 
Made of wood and two pieces of strap 
iron, this steering wheel toy re- 
sembles an automobile baby seat. 

I cut the seat and the steering wheel 
out of 4” plywood, The other wood 
parts were made of 1” (nominal) 
lumber. I used one short piece of 
wood dowel rod for the steering wheel 
axle. A large, heavy nail probably 
would do as well. Although I made 
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the steering wheel out of plywood, it 
could be made of regular %” inch 
lumber just as well. 

I started by cutting out the seat, 
with a scroll saw, using an 11” x 14” 
piece of %” plywood (See sketch). 
After cutting it out, I smoothed the 
edges with sandpaper. Then I rubbed 
some wood paste in the rough edges 
and sanded them smooth when dry. 

Next, I cut the bracket support 
piece out of nominal 1” lumber. The 





two brackets were cut out of %4” ply- 
wood. I used two fillet pieces about 
34” x %” to fasten the brackets to the 
seat (See sketches). After spreading 
a coat of good wood glue on the fillet 
pieces I nailed them securely. 

The steering wheel support columns 
are cut out of scrap plywood. The 
blocks at the top and bottom of this 
column were cut out of the 1” lumber. 
When I had assembled the steering 
column I fastened it securely with

glue and nails to the neck of 
the seat. Then I drilled a %” 
hole in the block at the top of 
the column and put in the 4” 
dowel rod which acts as an 
axle for the steering wheel. 

I made the steering wheel 
out of three pieces of 44” ply- 
wood. They were scroll cut, 
then glued together and turned 
on the lathe. It made a hand- 
some steering wheel, but a 
husky child could break it 
easily. A solid disc of wood 
with a %” hole for the axle 
would be better and would look almost as good. It could be ‘cut out with 
a scroll or keyhole saw, and the edges smoothed with sandpaper. 

After filling the nail holes with putty and wood paste, sand the whole 


thing and paint it. The iron supporting straps are bolted to the bracket 7 eet

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RANDOM QUESTIONS 


. I have just become the owner of a 
lot of tools that have been neglected and 
are 'y rusted. How can I make them 
look new and bright again? 


A. Take off the loose rust with a wire 
brush, then remove the rest of'the rust 
with a rust solvent such as ammonium 
citrate. Rub with steel wool wet with 
the solvent and rerub until the tool is 
bright and free from rust. Paste wax or 
oil should be applied to prevent further 
rusting. 


Q. I wish to frame some oil paintings, 
some on stretchers and some rolled up. 
How do go about framing them? 
Should the painting be sprayed with 
shellac to protect itt 


A. Framing an oil painting is similar to 
framing any other picture except that 
no glass is used. Cut the picture molding 
to fit the outside measurement of the 
frame on which the canvas is mounted, 
mitering the four corners. Nail securely. 
Insert the painting and if the frame has 
been cut to correct size it will stay in 
place. Lay a paper backing over the 
back of the canvas and paste the edges to 
the picture molding. This backing will 
keep out the dust and hold the canvas 
securely in place. To frame the pictures 
that have been removed from the original 
frames, paste them to a heavy cardboard 
using a vegetable glue. The pictures can 
then be framed as though they were on 
the original stretchers. To protect the 
paintings use a picture varnish made for 
this purpose. In all cases the oil paint 
must be thoroughly dry all the way 
through to the canvas; this takes a year 
or more. The glue and varnish may be 
purchased at most art stores. Brudno Art 
Supply, 601 N. State St., Chicago, Ill, car- 
ries both these items. 


. Will you tell me how to finish salad 
owls so that they will be absolutely 
safe to use for food? 


A. The consensus of opinion among 
the makers of fine finishes that we have 


| contacted on this subject seems to be that 
| mineral oil or pure olive oil is the best 
| finish to use on salad bowls. 


Certainly 
there is nothing in either oil that could 
do any harm, and the bowls will become 
more beautiful as they are used because 
of the oil that will be used in the salads. 
With the mineral oil simply rub with fine 
steel wool and apply the mineral oil. 
Polish and apply another light coat after 
which they are polished again. The olive 
oil is applied hot after which they are 
polished. This method was used by one 
craftsman with satisfactory results: After 
turning, the bowls were placed in a bath 
of melted paraffine wax without remov- 
ing the face plate where they remained 
twelve hours, with enough heat to pre- 
vent hardening of the wax. They were 
then removed, placed in the lathe and 
polished by friction. Next pure olive 
oil was applied; then the bowls were 
sanded with fine sandpaper and polished 
again by friction. I believe some manu- 
facturers make a clear lacquer which is 
used with safety on salad bowls.

made this piece almost entirely on one 
of the new, lighter machines: an 8” 
bench saw and 44%” jointer combina- 
tion.

gauge for a 70° cut for the top and the 
bottom of the legs.

Q. I have a 3” jaw bench vise which I 
want to use for holding small wood 
parts. As the regular iron jaws would 
mar the work I wonder if you would de- 
vise a pair of wood jaws to prevent this, 
jaws which I could insert and take out 
easily. 


A. Having been in the same situation as 
you a while back the writer used auxil- 
iary jaw facings of wood as illustrated in 


Photo 1—Auxiliary jaw facings of wood with 
‘ notch. 


the accompanying photo. The notch 
simply saddles the sliding beam and 
screw arrangement on the vise which can 
be cut to fit practically any type of 
bench vise. 


Q. I would like to put a new floor on 
the porch of my house, It is made of 
concrete. Is there any way I can do 
this without breaking away the old 
concrete? 

A. A new material now on the market 
called “Stonhard Resurfacer” can be used 
to resurface any concrete floor and I be- 


lieve it would do the job for you. It is 
easy to use as well as economical. Only 
four steps are required. 1—Sweep the 


dirt from the cement. 2—Paint the sur- 
face with primer. 3—Mix the Stonhard 
Resurfacer with cement, sand and water 
according to instructions. 4—Spread the 
mixture over the surface to a thickness 
of %”, feather-edging where necessary.

Q. I have a walnut dining room smite 
which has quite a few scratches which 
are pretty noticeable.

A. If the scratches are light a good 
commercial scratch remover such as you 
can purchase in a paint store will cover 
them. Sometimes they can be removed 
with a little linseed oil.. If the scratches 
are fairly deep try the following method: 
Apply a penetrating oil stain to the crack 
with a small brush. Wipe off and allow

The wallet is arranged so that the 
light leather makes up the inside and 
outside—set off by the dark leather 
card pockets.

MANY novel uses for script letter- 
ing, done of wood on the jigsaw, can 
be found.

Script lettering can be sketched on 


Note that the lower case letters 
should be half the height of the capital 
letters. This can vary, however. The 
base thickness line should be a quar- 
ter or slightly more, of the- height of 
the small letters. Also note that the 
upstroke of the letters (as written by 
a pen) is slightly narrower than the

The vertical lines are slanted to 
maintain a uniform slant on the let- 
ters as they are being sketched. Use 
a short sketching stroke when forming 
the letters “I” and “E”, moving for- 
ward with short overlapping strokes 
to form a continuous line. The normal 
degree of slant can be obtained in the 
foundation layout by using a ruler one

inch wide, or a strip of cardboard one 
inch wide. 

When sketching, do not use the ver- 
tical lines as spacers for the width of 
the letters, as obviously the letters “i” 
and “t” require less width than “m” or 
“w”, ‘or example 

The thickness of the wood should 
vary according to the height of the 
letters. One-inch high letters should 
be %&” thick or thereabouts; 14%” to 
2” high should be 4” thick. Six-inch 
high letters can use %” to %” thick 
stock. 





In sketching and cutting, the entire 
lettering can be left connected where 
the letters touch (especially the small 
letters), or they may be cut sepa- 
rately. Make the small inside cuts 
first, then the larger inside cuts—and 
finally the outside cut.

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The ladies’ name pins shown in the 
photo have capital letters 1” high; 
they are contoured top to bottom on 
front. The lettering material is about 
1” thick, is mixed color cedar; the 
background piece is '4” thick walnut, 
to which the pinback is attached near 
the top on back side. This background 
piece is cut at a 15° tilt of the saw 
table and follows the contour of the 
name ovtline. After cutting and con- 
tour sanding, the name and back- 
ground are dipped in almost water- 
thin clear wood lacquer and allowed 
to dry about thirty minutes.

What the Frenchmen called baton 
rouge, we call red cedar, (The French- 
men were more correct, since red 
cedar really is a juniper, Juniperus 
virginiana, to the forester.) 

Now, if you are looking for a gift 
that’s original and yet inexpensive, 
you should be interested in red cedar. 


Anyone can whittle in this wood. 
Consider the accompanying illus- 
trations. They show first-trial carv- 


ings by an amateur whittler 
The cedar chest is from an old log, 


still fragrant and colorful after years 
of seasoning in the forest. Most of the 
white sapwood had decayed, but the 
red heartwood is durable—lasting for 
ages even when in contact with moist 
soil. Note the fluted grooves and the 
many tight knots which add a rustic 
touch. Having removed the “lid”, us- 
ing a rip saw, the cavity was hollowed 
out with a small wood chisel. Brass 
hinges and a chain were instnlled, and 
interior and outside sanded smooth.

Choose finish carefully 


Varnish and shellac are frowned 
on for two reasons: the aroma is 
sealed in, and the natural dull finish 
is preferred to the glossy surface at- 
tained with coating. For outdoor use, 
such as the sign, five or six coats of 
varnish are recommended for preserv- 
ing color. 

Lots of reasons are apparent why 
red cedar is so useful for practicing 
wood-whittling. It has long been ad- 
mired for its reddish bark; and as 
wood which changes from bright red 
or even purplish, when first cut, to a 
dull red on seasoning. Light streaks, 
occurring here and there, serve to 
break the monotony of a solid color 
pattern and give an unmatched 
beauty to the wood. 

In addition to its colorful beauty, 
red cedar wood imparts a pleasantly 
fragrant aroma which is preserved for 
tens of years after cutting. For this 
reason, it often is used for lining 
chests and closets. 


Soft, good for whittling 


Structurally, too, the timber is good 
for whittling. It is of soft texture, 
moderately weak, moderately heavy, 
and shrinks but little during season- 
ing. The grain is fine and compact, 
usually due to slow growth. It is uni- 
form and straight except where de- 
flected around knots. A thin layer of 
white sapwood surrounds the red 
heartwood. In the heartwood are thin 
rays of ribbon-shaped strands extend- 
ing radially across the grain. These 
rays are darker than the background 
and, on the quarter-surface, form a 
neat low fleck. 

Growth rings are distinct, each de- 
lineated by a relatively narrow band 
of dark red summer wood and a 
lighter colored, wider zone of spring 
growth. These annual rings are not 
the same width all the way around 
the tree. Hence the outer surface ap- 
pears fluted or grooved. 

Unlike most evergreen softwoods 
(red cedar is not a conifer, since it 
bears berries rather than cones), resin 
cannot “gum up the works,” for there 
are no ducts to secrete sticky sub- 
stances. However, a dark gummy ma- 
terial is found in strands of living 
tissue in the sapwood and in the 
heartwood ribbon-like ray cells. For- 
tunately, that gum is gelatinous; it 
stays in those cells. Finally, these 
structural attributes enable red cedar 
wood to be worked easily with tools 
and to take a high polish. 

So, get a piece of red cedar and 
give whittling a try.

“CAPSULE HOUSE” 


FULL OF INGENIOUS IDEAS 


Made His Own Workshop Floor Panels 


YOU'RE going to see and hear a lot 
about “Capsule House” which Paul R. 
MacAlister of Lake Bluff, Illinois, has 
been developing for the past several years. 
Into it he is incorporating. many of the 
pet ideas and projects his fertile brain 
had been dreaming up over a period of 
years. It is his hobby and consuming in- 
terest. 

Not the most glamorous of his many 
product adaptations, but surely a highly 
practical one, is his use of Masonite for 
the, floor of his very fine workshop. 


Procedural Instructions 
Inspection of Sub-Floor: The sub-floor 





For his workshop in ‘'Capsule House," its 
designer, Paul R. MacAlister, installed a 
floor of Masonite '4" Tempered Presdwood. 
One of the preliminary steps was cutting the 
panels to size, following a planned pattern, 
and then slightly bevelling the exposed edges. 
Here MacAlister is beveling with a car- 
penter's plane. 


the boords in place, MacAlister nails 
biocks ot the panel intersections to 
them while the mastic dries—over- 
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should be carefully inspected to see that 
it is flat and solid with no cupped or loose 
boards, is thoroughly dry and that all 
nails are flush with the surface. If the 
installation is over an old wood floor, the 
base shoe should be removed. Any large 
gaps or low portions should be filled and 
high spots sanded down. 

Preliminary Work: Immediately prior 
to application, clean the floor to remove 
all dust and dirt. The panels should be 
cut to the desired size and the exposed 
edges slightly beveled or rounded with a 
carpenter’s plane, sandpaper, or a special 
hardboard beveling tool. Before applying 





Having prepared the panels and the under- 
flooring, MacAlister places one of the flooring 
pieces in position over the mastic. First he had 
scrubbed the backs of the panels with cold 
water and stacked them for 24 hours, back to 
back, He had then laid a 40-pound asphalt 
saturated felt. Then followed the mastic 
which he applied with a saw tooth trowel. 





The completed floor, secied and wax-coated, 
presents a pleasing appearance, The home- 
maker is shown in her gardening section of 
the workshop.

Take a piece of cardboard as large as 
any one of the quarter sections and 
draw diagonal lines from corner to 
corner, On it sketch in the type of 
bowed edge desired on the table. Cut 
away the outside edges of the card- 
board that represent the edges of the 
bow not desired. Now you have one 
quarter of the table pattern exactly 
as you want it. By making sure the 
pattern lines coincide perfectly with 
the lines drawn on the tabletop itself, 
you can flop the pattern on any one 
of the four quarters and get an iden- 
tical shape for a well proportioned 
table. The three points on the card- 
board are used as directional guides. 
After placing the pattern on the table, 
trace in the shape desired along the 
edges. (Drawing A). 

A bandsaw was used to cut the bow, 
but a handsaw or rasp also may be 
used. 

After the bowing is finished, round 
the edges with either a rasp or sand- 
paper, and taper gently. After the 
edges have been roughed in, sand 
them to a fine, smooth finish. Smooth 
the top of the table with sandpaper, 
removing any defects. Finish off with 
a very fine grade sandpaper to elimi- 
nate any previous marks. Be sure to 
sand with the grain. 

Turn the tabletop upside down and 
screw on the wrought iron legs. Place 
each leg on the under side so that 
the outer tip of the leg touching the 
floor will be lined up perfectly with 
the edge of the table, This will mean 
that the part of the leg actually 
screwed into the top will be several 
inches in from the edge. (Drawing B). 


| Attaching legs at this time will help 


prevent marring the surface while 
working on the final finish.

This safety block clamped to the fence is the most elementary 
type of guard and hold-down for simple shaper operation. 
A kick here will not pull you in. It also can be bushed out if 
the fence has to be offset for milling the entire edge. This 
safety measure takes practically no time to install, 


know a man who dropped a smooth plane on a toe 
which was clad in a bedroom slipper. There 
are three bones in a toe and he broke all 
three of them.

Wear a pair of safety glasses. You need them 
so many times. Some men wear them at all 
times in the shop. 

Female hobbyists should keep their hair cov- 
ered snugly when working with machinery. 
Gloves, rings, wrist watches, bracelets and 
neckties should be left elsewhere; they have 
no place in the workshop. 


SAFE PRACTICES FOR THE BANDSAW 


Make all adjustments while the saw is at rest.

only direction in which the blade can escape 
the guards covering the wheels. 

Avoid backing out of a cut, as you may pull 
the blade off the wheels. Turn and saw out 
through the waste wood, or stop the machine. 
Do not cut cylindrical stock, as it may roll 
as the saw bites into the wood. 

Pieces to be cut should lie flat on the table. 
A rhythmic click with impact on the wood may 
indicate a cracked blade. Cut the switch, 
and step back until the saw stops, then 
inspect for the crack. 

If blade breaks, shut off power and stay away 





The short piece is a trap on the jointer, This shows how the 
block is kicked out from under the two fingers, and how the 
fingers can drop into the knives. No guard is fast enough to 
save these fingers. Don't be trapped by this operation; use a 
hand plane, or design a special block which will hold the 
pieces to be cut. 


until coasting wheels stop. Do not attempt 
to handle any part of the blade while the 
wheels still are in motion. 

Do not operate with the arm or fingers across 
the line of the saw. 

Use a narrow blade for a short radius and 
wider blades for heavier work. 

If help is required to handle a long board, 
the help should be instructed to support the 
weight only. The operator does all pushing 
and guiding of the work. Never pull work 
through the saw. 


SAFE PRACTICES FOR THE SHAPER 


This concerns the small home workshop type of 
Spindle shaper which employs cutters made of three 
knives as a unit. (These instructions will not be 
complete for the industrial machine which employs loose 
knives held in place between collars.) 

Approach this machine with extreme caution, and 
only after a thorough study of its characteristics. 
Several principles should be memorized. These also 
apply to the shaper attachments for the drill press, 
router or hand drill held in a stand:

Pull the plug and set up the machine so that 
the unused portion of the knife will be below 
the table. 

Where possible, mill the bottom of the stock, 
thus covering the knives completely. 

Avoid loose sleeves that might get caught in 
the revolving spindle. 

Set the fence and be sure it is locked safely. 
Determine the direction of rotation by snap- 
ping the switch on and off and watching the 
knives come to rest. The cutting edge should 
be leading and the bevel trailing. Feed 
against the cutting edge. 

Think these two points out clearly, as an 
error here may have disastrous results. 

Hold the work down and over against the fence 
with the hand flat on top out of range of 

the cutter. 

Examine all wood to be run over the shaper— 
Since knots, wanes, splits, winds and cross 
grain or curly wood adc to the danger. 

Use all guards and clamping devices provided 
with the machine or which may be purchased. 
It may be necessary to build a jig for small 
pieces or narrow ends of boards. Do not 
attempt to run them with your fingers. 

Where contour work is to be done, the set-up 
involves the use of the collar instead of the 
fence. This means the operator must drop in 
on the knives until the collar comes in 
contact with the work. 

When dropping in, it is well to be in motion 
toward the direction of feed. While you 

are opposing the knives they are also opposing 
you, and the least backing at the start may 
allow the knives to walk on uncut wood, 
kicking the board from your hands. 

In collar work, there must be some of the 
edge uncut for the collar to run on. If the 
moulding cut will cover the entire edge a 
pattern must be attached to the wood for the 
collar to run on. 

Where the collar is used, do not start the cut 
on a corner. The knife may walk around the 
corner to the uncut wood and a vicious 

kick result. 

Think out each shaper operation carefully. 
Try to figure the direction of possible kick, 
and so place your hands that they will be 
kicked away from the knife rather than into it. 


SAFE PRACTICES FOR THE WOOD TURNING LATHE

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Loose clothing, neckties, hair and sleeves 
are a hazard on the lathe. 

Always wear a mask or goggles. 

Examine all lumber intended for turning for 
knots, checks, shakes or other defects which 
might cause it to break in turning. 

Give all glued work plenty of time to cure 
before spinning it on a lathe. Twenty-four 
to forty-eight hours is suggested. 

Be sure the tail stock is locked before the 
power is turned on. 

Revolve rough stock by hand to make sure it 
clears the tool rest. Put a little hard 
grease on the dead center. 

Hold the tools firmly in both hands. 

Run all jobs at lowest speed until they are 
reduced to cylindrical form and in balance. 
The safest way to use the caliper is on a 
dead machine.

Keep the tool rest as close to the work as 
possible, but do not attempt to adjust it 
while the machine is in motion. 

Avoid high speed on both large diameter and 
real small diameter material. When you go 
over a speed of 1800 rpm you are entering a 
danger zone that should be avoided. 

Be certain that faceplate work and chuck work 
are securely fastened before starting the 
machine. Avoid excessive speed. 

Do not use the gouge on internal cuts; use 
the scraper. 

Use only lathe tools for lathe work and keep 
them well sharpened. 

When sanding or polishing on the lathe, remove 
the tool rest. A finger or hand caught 
between tool rest and work can be mangled. 


SAFE PRACTICES FOR THE JOINTER 


The short piece is the trap which is certain 
to cause an injury on the jointer. Never run 
a piece shorter than 10" over the jointer. 
Comes a time when you must use a hand tool, 
and this is it. As the short piece leaves the 
infeed table to the knives, they exert a 
downward pull on the stock. Since the piece 
is short, you do not have enough leverage to 
hold it down on the infeed table against the 
pull of the machine. The result is a slight 
tipping up of the board. The knives then grab 
the end grain and literally walk the board 
out of your hand and the fingers can drop 
into the machine. 

Insist on a guard with this machine. If you 
have none, get one! 

Depth of the cut should not be over 1/°" and 
should be set before machine is starteu. 

Push sticks should be used when jointing 
narrow pieces or when flatting a board. 

Thin strips and narrow strip of 1" or less 
should not be run on the jointer. 

Never run the jointer with the outfeed table 
out of adjustment. This should be set to 
match the height of the knives exactly. 

The question often is asked as to whether or 
not end grain can be jointed. In the interest 
of safety, the accepted procedure is given 
here: Do not attempt to joint end grain on 
any board less than 12" in width. Set fora 
light cut. Hold the board firmly on the 
infeed table and move into the knives a dis- 
tance of 1" and back away. Turn the board 
around and go in with the other end all the 
way across. Notching the first end prevents 
Splitting the edge as it crosses the knives. 
Many small jointers do not provide for guard- 
ing the knives in back of the fence. Quite 
commonly the fence of the jointer is moved 

to the working side to get into sharper 
sections on the knives. As this is done, the 
knives become exposed behind the fence. It 
is suggested that some sort of cover be 
devised which will follow the fence as it is 
moved out. 


SAFE PRACTICES FOR THE GRINDER 


Use a face shield or goggles for all grinder 
work. Keep them clean and sterile. They 
Should be shatter-proof.

Set tool rest close to stone so materials 
cannot get wedged between stone and rest. 
Stand to one side when starting the machine. 
A faulty stone usually breaks on the start. 
Grind on the face of the stone, not on side. 
After grinding, wash hands thoroughly before 
touching face or eyes. 

Beware of the coasting machine. Be sure it is 
dead and power off when setting up. 

Keep fingers away from the stone. A finger 
caught between wheel and steady rest will 

be ground off. 


SAFE PRACTICES FOR THE DRILL PRESS 


Never attempt to use a regular auger bit on 
the drill press or in the hand drill. Auger 
bits for this machine have the lead screw 
cut smooth and the square shank cut off. 
Clamp small pieces in a drill vise or clamp 
them to the table. 

Keep the table clean with a brush. 

Wear a shop cap or tie up the hair when 
working around whirling machinery. Rings, 
wrist watches and gloves should not be worn. 
Check to see that the chuck key, drift, and 
all wrenches are removed before starting the 
machine. 

Pull the power when setting up the machine. 
Be certain your drills are ground in balance 
so that they do not tend to whip the work. 
Beware of the coasting machine. 

If you have a shaping and routing attachment 
for your drill press, study the safety rules 
for the shaper. 

Center punch for drill point. 
Straight, sharp drills. 

On deep cuts back out frequently to clean and 
cool the bit. 

Drill easily without forcing the bit.

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SAFE PRACTICES FOR THE CIRCULAR SAW 


Whenever the saw blade is handled for any 
reason, pull the power. Make all adjustments 
while saw is dead. Be sure to lock both 

fence and saw in position. 

Provide saw with an approved guard. 

Never make a freehand cut on the circular saw. 
Always use the fence. To freehand is to 
invite a kick-back. 

Raise saw only high enough to clear the work. 
Use a push stick to move the wood between the 
saw and fence. Check to see that the pus 
Stick is handy before you start. 

Keep hands and fingers out of the saw line. 
Get in the habit of standing a little to one 
Side of the saw line. This is an automatic 
way to avoid being struck by a kick-back 
Boards should be flat and straight, with a 
jointed edge to run on the fence. Inspect for

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loose knots or checks which might cause the 
board to break in two while being sawed. 

Keep the saw table clean. Knock cuttings 
away with a stick; never use the fingers. 
When ripping, never leave a board between the 
fence and the blade. Push it well beyond 

the saw with a push stick. 

Do not try to rip or cut off cylindrical 
Stock. Use a hand saw. 

Do not run end grain against the rip fence. 
In other words, do not use the rip fence for 
a cutoff operation. 

Use either the rip fence or cutoff fence, but 
do not try to use them both at the same time. 
A clearance block may be used when the rip 
fence is set to act as a gauge for cutting 
pieces of equal length. 

Dropping wood onto the saw to cut an inside 
opening is bad practice. 

When using a moulding head on the saw it is 
good advice to cut the moulding on a wide 
board and rip it off later. If small squares 
are used, devise a holdown block which can 

be clamped to the fence and which will hold 
the strip against the fence and against the 
table as it passes over the knives. Do not 
try to hold it in close with the fingers. 
Ripping extremely short pieces should be 
avoided as they may turn due to resistance of 
the saw and pressure ahead. Turning may 
result in taking a finger in with it or 
kicking the board out. 

When help is needed to handle a long board, 
instruct the helper that he is to support the 
weight only. All pushing must be done by the 
operator. Never pull work through the saw. 


SAFE PRACTICES FOR THE POWER HAND SAW 


Be sure the switch is off and that the saw is 
lying or held in safe position when the plug 
is inserted. 

Pull the power when handling the blade. 
Cutting short pieces is dangerous. The piece 
may be turned by the saw and the thumb pulled 
into the blade. 

Holding a short board with the foot is equally 
dangerous. 

Care should be taken to prevent the electric 
cord from getting into the blade. 

The blade should be set quite heavily to 
prevent binding and to allow the saw to turn 
enough to follow the line in cutting. 

In a diagonal cut the guard may catch. Do 
not try to release it with your fingers unless 
it has a handle for this purpose. 

Do not stand directly in the saw line of this 
or any other saw. If the blade binds, it has 
a tendency to kick the saw back out of the 
cut. Legs have been cut severely, this way. 


SAFE PRACTICES FOR THE RADIAL SAW 


Stand slightly to one side and lean forward 
to operate the saw. 
Push the saw well back against the stop before 
turning on the power. 
The board must be firmly against the back 
fence.
